portion of General Lawton's staff and 
several American officers, met General 
Garcia outside the city limits and es- 
corted him into town. 
Garcia was ac- 


companied by his staff and by his son, 
Colonel Calixto Garcia, by many Cu- 
ban officers who have recently come to 
Santiago, and by two hundred Cuban 
cavalry. 


The streets through which the party 


passed were thronged 
with cheering 


people, and it was estimated that 10,- 
000 persons filled the plaza in front of 
the palace, where Garcia dismounted. 


He was met at the door by General 


Lawton, and an informal reception by 
the American officers was held in the 
audience room. 


At night another reception was ten- 


dered General Garcia at the San Carlos 
club, which v.-as filled with prominent 
Cubans, American officers and ladies. 


The plaza was brilliantly lighted and 


decorated with flags, and music wa? 
furnished by the hand of the Fifth In- 


j fantry. The Americans wore dress uni- 


forms, and General Garcia and his offi- 
cers wore white uniforms and 
high
